Government has never asked of DBugland
more than it was entitled to on the plainest |
principles of international courtesy and jus-
tice. Becretary Fish charges that England
made haste to recognize the Rebellion, for
the express purpose of aiding it in every pos-
gible manner, and that during the entire con-
teat every effort was made to encourage it and
to supply the Rebels with the means of car-
rying on the war. Our own perception
of what is just and right in such a case has
just been exemplified in the case of Cuba,
We have refused to recognize the Cuban in.
surgents because they have not done enongh
for themsslves to give us a reasonable pretext,
and we have consequently been compellail to
prevent them from purchasing arms, while
allowing their adversaries to do so without let
or hindrance. Our sympathies are warmly
with the Cubans, but the circumstances are
such that we can extend them no practiocal
asgistance. This is just the opposita of the
course pursued towards us by England, and
the attampts al explanation and apology on
the part of the English papers will deceive
nobody, although they doubtless pleaso the
particular public to which tney are nddressed,

THE LADS REMANDED FROMN THE
HOUSE OF REFUGE 1'0 Pilk PENI. |
TENTIARY,

Anour ten days ago, two boys wore con- |

victed of larceny and seut to the louse of

Hefuge, The officers of that institution,

however, returned them to the Courf as in-

corrigible offenders, when they were sen.
tenced by Judge Paxson to counfinement in
the Eastern Penitentiary for two years and
ton months, The case has excited consider- |
able commment, but the reason for the action
taken is not generally understood, and as the
attendant circumstances merve to illustrate
somo of the defeots of the existing system for
the repression of erime, we shull give a brief
recital of them here. Both the young erimi-
nals in question had previously been inmates
of the House of Refuge, Ono of them (Mul-
doon) was committed in June, 1867, for in-
corrigibility and larceny, npon complaint of
his mother, and he remained fm that insti-
tution until Beptember, 1860, when he was
given up tohis mother,who was then a resident
of Baltimers, by order of the Board of Mana-
gerd, with the expectation that he would ne-
company her to that city. Instead of taking
this oourse, however, he ran away on the
morning after he regained his liberty, before
ho had been taken from this city, and in com-
pany with the other young criminal (Clufl)
and other associates, he commenced the sories
of petty thefts which subsequently resnlted
in his arreat and conviction, Oluff had been
committed to the Mouse of Refuge in

May, 1867, npon complaint of a police officer,

setting forth that he had run away from his

home, and was in the habit of keeping bad
company. In October, 1564, he was bound
to a farmar vesiding near Titusville, New

Jersoy, but after remaining there a few days

he ran away, returning to this city

. to confine them.

to rejoin his  coriminal assoeiales,
to commence with them a series of
larcenies, and to be concerned with his former
companion in the House of Refuge in the
thefts for which they tvere jointly convicted.
When theso boys were remanded back to
their former quarters, on the 11th of Decom-
ber, by the Cowrt of Quarler Bessious, the

bhad proved alike incfioncions. They were
ropeatedly guilty of the most insnbordinate

conduct; they had made several efforts
to esoape. and had even attemplod
to met fire to the buildings. The

total inmdequacy of the discipline to meot
their oases is also shown by the faot that theis
release, after a comparatively long confine-
ment, was instantly followasd by a return toevil
courses, whoen there was no pressurs of want
or necessity impelling them to crime, The
indisposition of the managers of the House
of Refuge to deal further with such intract.
able material was strengthened by the faot
that the white malo department of that insti-
tution is mow greatly overcrowded, and the
difficulty of disposing properly of such dan.
gerous inmates was thus groeatly increased.
Justioe to the hundreds of well-disposed boya

under their oare, therefore, seomed to
require the IMUNAZOrS to ro-
turn Muldoon and Cluff to tho
court for a recomsideration of their sen.

tence. But the most striking featnre of Lhe
caso i6 the fact that the boys themselves de-
sired and expected that they would be com-
mitted to Moyamensing Prison. While they
cousidered the restraints of the Houso of
Rofuge irksome, they despised its punish-
ments, and refused to even make promises of
future amendment, boldly announcing their
intention to resume a criminal carser as soon
a8 they regained liberty, but meanwhile ex.
pressing a wish that they wounld be able to
rejoin some of their older associates in that
bummers’ paradise, the County Prison. = It
appears to have been a matter of deliberate
caleulation with them that this was the wors
punishment that could befall them: and, in

view of the opportunities it afforded
for idlenoas and oriminal  assooia-
tions, its attractions furnished a very fair

balance to its terrors.,, We understand that
when they learned that they had been sen-
tenced to the Penitentiary, they were over-
whelmed with sorrow, and they seemed then

( to comprehend for tho first tiwe that a pun.

ishment which thay seriously dreaded was in
store for them. And yet, in the present state
of our erimiual institutions, it was roally an
act of humanity to send these boys to the
Penitentiary. If there had hoen an interme-
diate institution, a House of Correction and
Employment, in which they could have been
placed under more vigorous restraints than
those imposed in the House of Refuge, that
would have been the most appropriate place
But in the absence of
this much-needed anxilisry to our penal
system, the only approximate substitute lad
to be sought in the Penitentiary. The County
Prison is for young lads, especially, a fruitful
nursery for idleness, vice, and erime. In a
moral sense it might not inappropriately have
Dante's imseription placed over its portals,
for a vast proportion of its convict inmates
are apeedily placed beyond the reach of
reformatory influences. In the Penitentiary,
incorrigible lads, or hardened eriminals, may
be taught virtuous and industrious habits,
but in the County Prison the old evils and
corrupting influences against which prison
philanthropists have protested for centuries
are perpetuated,

THE BURLINGAME MISSION,
Iris only a few weeks since woe heard that
the Chiness Government had ratified all the
principal treaties conocluded by Mr. Burlin-
gamo's embassy. Now there come advices
from China, by way of San Francisco, in-
forming us that a new translazion of Mr,
Burlingame's credentials has been made,
which show that he is acoredited to the Waest-
ern nuations as to lesser States and without
plenipotentiary powers. The British mor.
chunts of Hong-Kong and Shanghai appear
to find an immense deal of satisfaction in
procuring new translations of Mr, DBurlin-

game's  credentials  which will  serve
to throw discredit on his mission,
and this rumor is very much like

the one started last sammer to the effeol that
the Imperial Government had rejected the
treation concluded by Mr. Burlingame. This
wos promptly proved to be false, and the
men who sot it afloat for their own selfish
enis were then, as they apparently are now,
ignorant of the fact that Mr. Burlingame's
two msecretaries are both accomplished Chinese
scholarg, and are perfectly competent to in-
terpret the purport of his credentials. My,
Burlingame is engaged ina noble effort to
have China recognized as a nation entitled to
the respect of the civilized world, and to do
away with the barbarous and savage polioy
that has been adopted towards her for so
many yoars, by England especially. His prin-
cipal adversaries are a set of selfish traders
who fear that their gains will be decreased if
the Chineso are rocognized as having rights
that white men are bound to respect. Mr,
Burlingame has sncceeded in his minsgion,
and there isa prospoot now that a new era
will commence for China that will give her
people a better chunce to understand what
the beauties of Christianity and Western
oivilization really are,
